(His son was treated 
for 9 months before discharge from the hospital and didn't qualify for the lottery scholarship 
as a result.)

club within that region and have a membership of two (2) years within that region. 
Delete: and have a membership of two (2) years within that region. 
Rationale: Allows NMFRW to draw from newly chartered clubs. 

ARTICLE VII Section 9 

ADD item k to Duties of the Treasurer 

Be responsible for registrations for Board Meetings which includes but not restricted to: 

1 . Collecting registration fees 

2. Notitying NMFRW president of tunction registrations 

3. Check in registrants and provide them with proper credentials 

4. Provide payment for facilities, speakers and any other authorized Board Meeting

Intel Drops Planned Water Deal

State officials and computer chip maker Intel are abandoning a proposed agreement in 
which the state would have taken over water rights obligations at Intel's Rio Rancho plant. 

Given the resistance bordering on "outright hostility" to the deal among many in the 
New Mexico water community, "it didn't seem prudent to continue to pursue it," said 
Estevan L6pez, director of the New Mexico Interstate Stream Commission. 

Frank Robinson, facilities manager at the Intel plant, said the company thought the 
agreement would be a benefit to water management on the middle Rio Grande. When it 
became clear that many water users, especially the Middle Rio Grande Conservancy District, 
disagreed, the company decided not to move forward, Robinson said. 

"We felt it was important to listen to those concerns," Robinson said in a telephone 
interview Monday artemoon. 

Critics argued the proposal sidestepped the state's water allocation rules, handing water 
over to Intel that irrigators and other water rights holders should have been legally entitled 
to. 

The practical impact of the proposal would be when Intel quits operating in the ruture, 
does not have a retum tlow to the river, but still owes a water debt. 

L6pez announced the Intel deaTs demise during a Monday afternoon meeting of the 
New Mexico Interstate Stream Commission. 

Commissioners also voted Monday to drop work on a related proposal to establish 
formal guidelines for accounting for surplus Rio Grande water. 

The Intel agreement and the related surplus accounting guidelines became a lightning 
rod over the summer for a debate over broader issues in New Mexico water rights 
managcment. 

Under its current state water permit, Intel is required to buy agricultural water rights to 
make up for the effect of the plant's water pumping on the Rio Grande. Most of the effect 
of the pumping would come in the ruture, as water slowly leaks out of the Rio Grande's bed 
into the void lert by the plant's pumping. 

Under the agreement, the Interstate Stream Commission would have taken over that 
long-term obligation, using surplus Rio Grande water credits to offset the long term effects 
of Intel's pumping. In return, Intel would have handed over the water rights it already owns, 
plus $10 million. 

Backers said the state would have been able to use those water rights and the money to 
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help ensure environmental rlows for the endangered Rio Grande silvery minnow. 

But a number of members of the water community, most notably the conservancy 
district, which delivers water to irrigators throughout the middle Rio Grande Valley, 
questioned the legality of the deal. They argued state officials were overstepping their legal 
authority in pledging surplus Rio Grande water credits to offset the furure effect of InteTs 
pumping. 

"I think the commission made the right decision," saidjanet Jarratt, chairwoman of the 
conservancy district board, in an interview after the meeting. 

With the deal now abandoned, Robinson said Intel would retum to the water rights 
market to continue buying the rights to meet its long-term obligations.

It is good to see so many representatives of the press here today 
... those who write the stories ... who edit them ... and those who 
publish them. 

For centuries, the public has relied on the newspapers to deliver 
information that it would not otherwise be able to access. 

And our tounding tathers who recognized how critical ... and 
precious ... wasthe people's rightto know they were so 
determined to preserve these freedoms that they safeguarded 
them in the Constitution. 

As Thomas Jefferson noted, "Our liberty depends on the freedom 
of the press, and that cannot be limited without being lost." 

Here in New Mexico f the first printing press arrived in 1834 ... and 
in 1849, the first edition of the Santa Fe New Mexican was issued. 

Since that time, New Mexico newspapers have told a story ... a 
story of community ...serving as a record of our shared history. 

And as time moved on, a unique and interdependent relationship 
has developed between elected officials and the press. 
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In response, some politicians have consumed themselves with 
how they are portrayed in the media ... judging their success by 
the Aattery of headlines, rather than the substance of their 
service. 

Others have swung to the opposite side of the pendulum ... hiding 
from those they were elected to serve ... acting in secret 
avoiding transparency and accountability for their actions. 

I believe that a balance between the two must be achieved if 
we— elected leaders and members of the press— are to carry out 
our responsibilities to the people of this state. 

In the election of last November, New Mexicans voted for change. 

I campaigned on issues that affect and matter to the great people 
of this state ... issues that reflect my own convictions and my 
values. 

I made promises ... and I intend to keep those promises— 
regardless of how popular these decisions may appear in print. 

Those of you in this room know first-hand just how destructive 
corruption in govemment can be. You know because you 
covered the stories. You saw the evidence. And many of you 
blew the whistle ... called a foul a fbul. Rightfully so. 

Corrupt habits don t occur ovemight ... they are practiced 
refined overtime ... a little dishonesty here ... going back on 
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one's word there. 

I promised New Mexicans they could trust me ... to do what is 
right ... to deal in the truth ... and to keep my word. 

I am going to continue to fight to make good on the promises I 
have made to the people of this state. 

They have asked me ... and I have promised ... to improve our 
state's regulatory process ... so that businesses are rewarded ... 
not penalized for operating in New Mexico. This is the first step in 
creating more good-paying jobs and putting more New Mexicans 
back to work. 

And this change in attitude at the state level is gaining 
attention. Just recently we learned that TE Connectivity has 
chosen to consolidate its operations in southem New Mexico. 

New Mexicans have also asked me, in overwhelming numbers, to 
reverse the dangerous policy of giving diwer^s licenses to illegal 
immigrants... this is a matter of public safety and I will not shirk 
this responsibility. 

And on the education front ... I refuse to tum away from my 
promise to make sure our children are prepared to advance from 
the 3* to the 4* grade ... intervening in the earliest grades to 
ensure they have the resources, instruction, and attention they 
need to succeed later in life. 

I am also committed to making sure that our best teachers are 
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recognized and compensated appropriately. And if the unions are 
reluctant to reward good teachers because they want to shield 
poor pertormance from scrutiny, then that is their choice ... but I 
refuse to hide excellence underthe blanket of complacency. 

It is time to raise the bar. 

Another priority of my administration is to fight for those who 
cannot fight for themselves ... maybe that is the prosecutor in me. 

I demonstrated my seriousness about this commitment in the 
beginning days of office when I put forward my Administration's 
executive budget recommendations. 

I pledged to protect services to the most vulnerable among us, by 
limiting possible budget reductions from state agencies that 
provide needed service to the unemployed, low-income families, 
the developmentally disabled, and others dealing with Anancial 
and other challenges.

We are also 
able to restore to previous levels the State's reimbursement rates 
for childcare centers. 

In the final year of the previous administration, 4 percent of the 
reimbursement rate had been cut. Many childcare providers are 
small businesses ... and a 4 percent cut can make the difference 
between maintaining services and closing your doors. 

And just like those small businesses facing difficult budget 
choices, when I came into office, the State was staring down a 
450-million-dollar deficit ... we too were forced to get our Anancial 
house in order ... 

We were forced to prioritize ... forced to decide which programs 
we could fund ... without raising taxes and further burdening 
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struggling New Mexico families. 

I firmly believe that where we spend money is a reAection of our 
values ... and I believe that we can still balance our books without 
doing so on the backs of the poor. 

And we did just that... Our finances are in order, our reserves are 
now above 9 percent, and our agencies exceeded expectations in 
the saving of taxpayer money. 

We are on a new course t and l'm giving it my all to ensure that we 
put New Mexicans back to work, protect taxpayer dollars, and 
finally provide our children with the education they deserve. 

Many of you I met on the campaign trail. 

Others I have gotten to know during the last 10 months in office — 
and I look forward to working closely with you while I am 
privileged to serve New Mexico. 

We have already seen how a mutually-respectful relationship can 
benefit New Mexicans. 

Earlier this year, we partnered with the Association to bring state 
govemment closer to the people ... by providing links to your 
"public notices" website on the State's new website, 
www.NewMexico.gov . 

We also link these notices on the front of the Sunshine Portal. I 
want to commend Phil Lucy and Karen Moses for reaching out to 
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us...we are thrilled to partner with you in this effort. 

Why? Because I think it is important that we continue the practice 
of using print newspapers to display public notices 

Another step my administration has taken to increase 
transparency is to webcast meetings live - and archive them - for 
thefirsttime... 

With some of the shady dealings that have come to light involving 
former appointees to the State lnvestment Council, I thought it 
was important to restore public trust by webcasting these 
meetings ... same goes with the Board of Finance and other key 
boards. 

And it ruffled some feathers in the legislature, but we felt it was 
time to bring the process in Santa Fe to people throughout New 
Mexico, and we began webcasting legislative committee meetings 
and floor sessions. 

I have also directed all executive departments and agencies to 
respond promptly, and thoroughly, to requests for information. 

When it is possible to do so, I have asked that these requests be 
tumed around as quickly as the data is collected — rather than 
running out the clock. 

And when Jerome Block's indiscretions finally forced him to give 
up his seat on the Public Regulation Commission, I thought the 
public deserved to know who was applying to replace him. 
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From the day my office began accepting applications, they were 

made available to anyone who asked. 

As you know, I have narrowed this list down to 5 candkJates 

and I think you would agree this is a pretty talented field of 

finalists. 

But there is still much to do if we are to bring real sunshine to the 
internal workings of state government. 

One step we can take is to disclose the names, salaries, and 
positions of employees paid with taxpayer dollars. 

State employees are valuable and integral to state 
operations. But, we must not let intormation about these positions 
be sheltered from the very individuals whose hard-earned dollars 
pay these salaries. 

In addition to information already available on all exempt hires, 
going forward, I am proud to announce today that information for 
classified employees will also be made public on the state 
Sunshine Portal, including names, salaries, and positions. 

This is a significant step, and we expect the data to be available 
by early December. 

As I said earlier, our local newspapers tell OUR story. They 
record our history in a way that we can feel f touch, and hold. 

And throughout history, you— the newspapermen and women of 
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the world— have been a mainstay of this country... strengthening 
the roots of our democracy through the free flow of information to 
our citizens. 

Even in the face of technological changes ... and in the electronic 
age ... I am confident that the print media will continue to play a 
vital role in educating New Mexicans. 

We all play key roles in the unfolding of an era of great promise in 
New Mexico.

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Fact Sheet for Executive Order Concerning Transparency in State Contracts 



• The Governor*s Procurement Reform Task Force has unanimously recommended chang- 
es to the contract solicitation and award process that will help prevent contracting laps- 
es that occurred at NMCD from occurring at other state agencies. In addition, NM 
wants to be proactive in including contract terms and conditions in its contracts that 
promote doing business with only reputable and responsible firms. We want to put 
contractors on notice that the state will not tolerate unscrupulous or corrupt contrac- 
tors whose actions cast doubt on their responsibility in using taxpayer funds. By adding 
new clauses to solicitations and contracts, the state is serving notice that it will suspend 
and/or debar contractors who violate the states' trust. These changes will ensure the 
contractor community pertorming services for the state do so in a reputable and trans- 
parent manner. Benefits are: 

• Majority of the State AuditoKs NMCD audit findings will be mitigated through imple- 
mentation of the following changes. 

1. The State must approve yendoKs use of subcontractors prior to work being 
commenced on all Price Agreements and contracts. This is language that ap- 
pears in most state contracts but did not appear in all of the Price Agreements/ 
Contracts reviewed by the OAS at NMCD. 

2. Audit of vendor and lower tier sub-contractors. This language did not appear in 
most of the Price Agreements and Contracts. 

3. Approval by the State of changes to key vendor personnel. Transparency into 
changes of vendor personnel will ensure the state receives the level of expertise 
as originally bid or proposed. This language did not appear in most Price Agree- 
ments and/or Contracts. 

4. Flow-down requirement of the above provisions to Subcontractors. This is new 
language for most state contracts and Price Agreements. 

Further enhancements of the foregoing are as follows: 

1. Disclosure Regarding Responsibility requires vendors and potential vendors to 
disclose whether it or its principals have been debarred or suspended, convicted 
or had a civil judgment rendered against it, are delinquent in payment of federal 
or state taxes, have had any contracts terminated for default, or are currently 
charged for f raud or a criminal offense associated with a procurement related 
event. This reporting requirement is on-going for the term of its contract. This is 
a self-reporting requirement placed on all vendors. 



2. Vendors will be required to disclose responsibility issues associated with all its 
subcontractors for use on state solicitations and contracts. This is a flow down 
requirement to find out this information on subcontractors. 

Transparency and auditability provide important tools to the state in protecting the public trust 
in solicitation, award, and ongoing performance of state business 



FAQ's 



1) Why is this issued as an Executive Order? 

This is a very important step in ensuring the spending of state monies are to reputable 
and tegitimate contractors. This Administration is dedicated to transparency and receiv- 
ing the highest value possible for each dollar spent. These changes could be implement- 
ed via regulatory change; however, the governor wishes to put an exdamation point on 
the importance of imptementtng these changes for all state agencies. 



2} Why do these requirements flow to lower-tier subcontractors? 

Fraud, waste, and abuse can occur at any level of contracted work and will not be toler- 
ated.
